Area residents came out in 
force to speak out against haz- 
j ardous waste being placed in 
underground injection wells in 
Romulus at a public hearing 
scheduled last week by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). 

About 375 people attended the 
hearing, according to Romulus 
Police and Phillipa Cannon, EPA 
spokespersoa 

The hearing was scheduled 
after the EPA proposed to grant 
Environmental Disposal Systems 
Inc. (EDS), of Birmingham an 
exemption from federal restric¬ 
tions on land disposal of haz¬ 
ardous waste for two commercial 
injection wells in Romulus. 

If the exemption is granted, 
EDS may use the wells to dispose 
of regulated liquid hazardous 
waste. 

The EPA will accept public 
comments on the proposal until 
Jan. 22, 2003. The EPA will pub¬ 
lish comments from the hearing 
and will make a decision on the 
EDS exemption in the near 
future. 


An EPA fact sheet distributed 
the night of the hearing stated 
the EPA intends to allow 
Environmental Disposal Systems 
Inc. of Birmingham to inject haz¬ 
ardous wastes into two deep 
injection wells. The wells are at 
28470 Cintrin Drive in Romulus. 
The company did extensive tests 
on the wells and the under¬ 
ground rock formations, accord¬ 
ing to the literature. 

’The hazardous wastes could 
include heavy metals such as 
mercury, chromium and nickel as 
well as solvents and acids,” 
according to the EPA 

“Injecting wastes deep under¬ 
ground is a proven way of dispos¬ 
al. Companies applying for an 
exemption to the ban on land dis¬ 
posal of hazardous wastes have 
to meet a tough standard,” the 
sheet said. 

“Among other things, EDS test¬ 
ed its wells, examined the rocks, 
liquid and forces underground; 
and obtained information about 
other wells in the area. EDS 
showed the wastes should stay 
confined three-quarters of a mile 
underground for at least 10,000 
years. 

“So EPA plans to issue an 


exemption for the two wells,” the 
EPA said. 

Residents from across the 
metropolitan area, including 
members of the Sierra Club and 
the Ecology Center in Ann Arbor, 
came to protest the proposed 
exemptioa 

“I’m committed to doing 


everything I can to prevent this 
project which poses many 
unique risks to our environ¬ 
ment,” said State Sen. Ray 
Basham (D-Taylor). He cited 
problems with past injection 
wells and the proximity of EDS 
wells to Sun Pipeline under¬ 
ground wells. 


Basham said he fears the EDS 
well contents will migrate to the 
Sun Pipeline wells, causing dam¬ 
age to them that could affect the 
“health and safely of their work¬ 
ers and residents in surrounding 
communities. I strongly urge the

Romulus to spend $270,000 on road beautification 


District court judge retires 
after 13 years on the bench

Business owners along a 
stretch of Merriman Road near 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport met 
with City of Romulus economic 
development staff members to 
discuss options for beautifying 
the commercial corridor 

The city has budgeted 
$227,000 this year for the 
Merriman Road Corridor 
Beautification Project Rinding 
was obtained from a Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
enhancement grant along with 


some matching dollars from the 
City of Romulus and Wayne 
County. The corridor stretches 
from 1-94 to Ecorse Road. 

Representatives from Grissim, 
Metz, Andreise Associates of 
Northville, presented design 
opportunities for the corridor, 
which planners hope can some¬ 
day provide pedestrian walk¬ 
ways and amenities to hotel 
guests in the area. 

The goal of the project is to 
improve the image of the 
Merriman Road corridor and 
entry into Romulus with a dis¬ 
tinctive and inviting image of 


quality. The hope is that such 
measures will promote 
increased economic viability and 
enhanced property values, plan¬ 
ners said. 

Randy Metz, a representative 
from the landscape architecture 
firm Grissim, Metz, Andreise 
Associates said that the corridor 
lacks visual appeal, identity and 
quality. 

The firm suggests adding side¬ 
walks and site furnishings in 
selected areas. Plantings could 
provide shade, screen and direct

Judge William J. Szlinis, of 
Belleville, who ruled on cases in 
the 34th District Court in 
Romulus for more than 13 years, 
is enjoying his recent retirement 
but will still work part-time as a 
visiting judge at various courts 
throughout the state. 

“I can serve anywhere in the 
state of Michigan,” he said. He 
already sat as a visiting judge last 
week at the 34th District Court 
and will be back on the bench 
Jan. 21 and 22 at the 35th District 
Court in Plymouth. 

The 72-year-old judge was 
forced to retire this month since 
he completed his last six-year 
term in 2002 and is not eligible 
for reelection due to constitu¬ 
tional age restrictions. Judges 
are not allowed to seek election 
after age 70. 

Born in Redford, Szlinis 
moved to Westland when he mar¬ 
ried the former Ann Muscatell, a 
retired nurse, whom he met by 
chance. 

“She was a nurse at Mt. 
Carmel Hospital in Detroit when 
my mother was in the hospital,” 
he recalled. 

The couple moved to 
Belleville in 1969 and have a 


daughter, Marianne Angers, and 
two sons—Bill Jr, who works for 
National City Bank, and John 
Francis, who is employed by 
LKQ D&R Auto Parts, a local 
firm that deals in recycled auto 
parts. 

He also has three grandsons— 
Alex, 12; John, 17; and Michael, 
18—and a granddaughter, 
Stephanie, 22. 

A graduate of Catholic Central 
High School in Detroit, Szlinis 
attended the former Detroit 
Institute of Technology on a foot¬ 
ball scholarship and graduated 
from the Detroit College of Law 
in 1957. 

“Back then, if your grade 
point average was high enough 
in high school, they’d let you skip 
your fourth year and go right into 
law school. So, that’s what I did,” 
the judge recalled. 

He practiced law for 29 years 
with attorney Whit Ballantine in 
Wayne, specializing in criminal, 
probate, domestic relations and 
real estate cases. 

He ran for Justice of the 
Peace in Westland in 1959 and 
lost to a municipal judge. He also 
lost to Henry Zaborowski when 
he campaigned for 34th District 
Court Judge in 1972. Finally, Gov.

Wayne County Commissioner John 
Sullivan (D-Wayne) said he is hoping for a 
busy term in office representing the com¬ 
munities of Belleville, Canton Township, 
Sumpter Township, Van Buren Township 
and the City of Wayne. 

Sullivan, 32, was elected to his third 
term in the 11th District of Wayne County 
in November.

Sullivan said he hoped the commission 
would develop a good working relation¬ 
ship with Bob Ficano, who took over as 
Wayne County executive in January, 
replacing Ed McNamara, who held the 
post for 16 years. 

“We’ve been trying to reach out and to 
say we want to work together,” he said. 
“Right now he’s a little overwhelmed. He 
needs a little time to get acclimated. 

He said there would probably be a slight 
lag between the time that Ficano appoints 
his staff and the commission can get to 
know any new department heads. In large 
part, the key to better working relation¬ 
ships will depend on the people who Fill 
out department head roles, Sullivan said. 

“During the past couple of years, I’ve 
established some good working relation¬ 
ships,” he said. “With all the turmoil there 
during the transition, I’m not sure who will 
stay” 


Woman loses thousands in 
Canadian Lottery fraud

A 70-year-old Westland woman was 
bilked out of more than $16,000 in an inter¬ 
national telephone scam, according to 
Westland Police reports. 

She reported the crime to police on 
Jan. 9, but the incident actually started on 
Nov. 4, 2002, according to Westland Police 
Sgt Dave Heater 

That’s when she was contacted by 
someone who claimed to represent the 
Canadian Lottery. They told her that she 
had won $2.5 million through the some 
money was needed to negotiate duty fees, 
according to Heater. 

She sent a check through Federal 
Express payable to John Baxter at an 
address in Ontario, Canada, according to 
Heater. She was contacted three more 
times in November and again in 
December, he said. Each time she sent out 
another check that was made out to a dif¬ 


ferent individual. 

“Of course, she never heard from them 
again,” Heater said. “It’s a little ludicrous, 
but that’s what happened.” 

He said police initially thought that the 
crime occurred through the mail but on 
follow up the victim said she was contact¬ 
ed by telephone. 

“If this had been mail fraud, I would’ve 
turned it over to a U.S. postal inspector,” 
Heater said. 

Instead, the department contacted the 
Toronto Police Department, which has a 
separate fraud division. Officers there 
indicated that they had heard of the 
alleged scam before and said they would 
assign a detective to investigate the inci¬ 
dent Heater said she forwarded copies of 
the Federal Express receipts to the 
department 

“Other than that we can’t do anything,” 
Heater said. The perpetrators are in 
another country. It’s out of our jurisdic¬ 
tion.”

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Janies Blanchard appointed him as a judge in the 34th 
District Court in 1989, when Judge Jim Stone was forced 
to retire due to poor health. 

“I'd always wanted to be a judge,” he said. He ran 
unopposed for the position in the 1990 election, then won 
by only 250 votes against Brian Oakley, son of former 
Romulus Mayor William Oakley, in 1996. 

Szlinis said campaigning against Oakley “was tough” 
and the race was close. “It was a great experience. I was 
nervous, but it was exciting,” he said. 

Reflecting on his career, Szlinis said that he likes being 
a judge because, “You're in a position where you can 
make a difference in peoples lives—helping people who 
may have a drinking or drug problem.” 

He also likes interacting with attorneys in pretrial 
hearings. 

“Fve always enjoyed talking to them and working out 
an amicable settlement and you usually cam This cuts 
down on litigants* time spent in court" he said. In fact 
Szlinis believes that a trial is the last resort 

One of his more memorable cases as a judge over the 
years included a preliminary court examination in the 
early 1990s that involved a young girl who was picked up 
by two men, doused with gasoline, set on fire and kicked 
out of a car door “They were found guilty. It was the first 
time they allowed cameras in the courtroom he said. 

Another case involved 23 defendants arrested outside 
of an abortion clinic for trespassing in Romulus. 

“It was difficult to keep 23 defendants separate. To the 


credit of the Romulus Police Department they took pic¬ 
tures of each of them to help identify them,” Szlinis said. 

‘What fve tried to do is allow people to have their day 
in court whether they plead guilty or not guilty and to not 
be shortchanged by the system,” Szlinis said. 

He added that it’s important to remain humble and not 
succumb to what he calls black robe syndrome. 

“You have to guard against that and learn to exercise 
restraint,” he said. 

Unfortunately, Szlinis said, one of the realities of being 
a judge is that you can’t please everybody. 

“If you please 50 percent of the participants in the 
court, you’re doing well. Somebody’s got to lose. Even 
those who lose, however, should at least be able to say, ‘I 
had my day in court* If you've done that, you’ve done your 
job,” he said. 

Now that he’s home more than on the bench, Szlinis 
has taken up a hobby he practiced 20 years ago—making 
stained glass creations—and has already drawn sketches 
for his kitchen cabinets. “I have to get the design 
approved by the chairman of the board (his wife, Ann) 
first though,” he joked. 

To be a good judge, Szlinis said, requires knowledge of 
the law and patience. 

“You have to give up being an advocate and allow 
attorneys to lose cases on their own without your help,” 
he said. He believes that most of the time, the relation¬ 
ships between judges and attorneys are good, “If you 
allow them to express their opinion without interrupting 
them,” he said.

Szlinis believes in the U.S. judicial system, especially 
compared to some other countries’. “It may not be per¬ 
fect,” he said, “but it’s the best system in the world.”

The Romulus Board of 
Education selected Niema White 
to fill the remaining six months 
of retiring board president Billy 
McCraight’s four-year term. The 
announcement was made at the 
Monday night meeting of the 
board. 

White earned a bachelor’s 
degree from Tennessee State 
University and is employed as a 
family and community partner¬ 
ship specialist with the Wayne 
County Head Start program. 

She was a founder and has 
been an active supporter of the 
Romulus Elementary Parents as 
Educational Partners (PEP) 
group. She has also encouraged 
active parent participation by 
surveying parents and planning 
programs. 

The most recent example of 
parental involvement was the 


Romulus Elementary School 
Snowflake Dance in December 
that featured children and par¬ 
ents dancing together. 

White believes that her expe¬ 
rience in administering 27 Head 
Start programs will help her con¬ 
tribute to areas such as improv¬ 
ing district programs and test 
scores, while working within 
budgetary constraints. She also 
looks forward to contributing to 
educational applications of com¬ 
puters, learning systems, the 
Internet and technology. 

White also believes that fami¬ 
ly comes first, she said, even 
before education. She works 
closely with her daughter, 
Averianna, a third-grader in Pia 
Chasney’s class, and is a co¬ 
leader for the Romulus 
Elementary Brownie Troop.

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denial of this exemption. These 
facilities are not needed and will 
serve no public good.” 

State Rep. Kathleen Law (D- 
Rockwood), who has worked as a 
research scientist, also spoke out 
against the exemption. “I will do 
everything in my power to back 
State Senator Basham’s efforts to 
derail this EDS hazardous waste 
well,” she said. 

Romulus Mayor Alan R. 
Lambert said, “I am adamantly 
opposed to this well and have 
been since day one.” Attorneys 
Neil Silver and Mark Jacobs, rep¬ 
resenting the City of Romulus, 
said, “We believe it is premature 
to grant the exemption due to 
legal action pending against 
EDS,” Silver said. “We believe 
the use of these wells will affect 
citizens’ investments, property 
and even the image of the city.” 


Harlan Gerrish, geologist and 
lead petition reviewer for the 
Underground Injection Control 
Branch of the EPA, said “We are 
confident that the demonstration 
of no migration is scientifically 
valid. It appears that there is a 
reasonable degree of certainty 
that there will be no vertical 
migration to underground drink¬ 
ing water.” 

“If we can’t demonstrate that 
there will be no migration (of 
wastes) we won’t approve an 
exemption,” Gerrish said. 

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
ber Debbie Romak, a longtime 
opponent of the wells, said, 
“Listen to the thousands who 
want the EPA to deny EDS their 
exemption. There are 591 types 
of hazardous waste that could be 
injected into these wells. It’s time 
for the EPA to step up to the 
plate and look at how this will 
affect our quality of life.” 


Beautification - Ideas include sidewalks, lighting, landscaping of Merriman Road 
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views, provide visual interest and 
separate pedestrian from vehicu¬ 
lar traffic. 

Pedestrian lighting could be 
added to incorporate a unifying 
architectural element Another 
suggestion was to intensify land¬ 
scaping at intersections to guide 
drivers and direct views away 
from power lines and utilities 
with plantings. 

Signage would also be 
reviewed, with the goal of adopt¬ 
ing standards for the corridor 
regarding size, placement and 
addresses. 

Metz also recommended mak¬ 
ing improvements to the median 
on Merriman Road to simplify 
the view and add scale, visual 
appeal and unification The plan 
is to develop an overall land¬ 
scape treatment to visually unify 
the corridor and screen out 


unsightly views with mass planti¬ 
ngs. 

The firm also advised repair¬ 
ing or replacing pavement and 
fencing in poor condition, plus 
adding a city identity sign, pro¬ 
moting an entrance gateway. 
Finally, landscape accent lighting 
would be installed to enhance 
the overall design theme. 

Timothy Keyes, economic 
development director, noted that 
there are multiple jurisdictions 
involved in the project including 
the City of Romulus and Wayne 
County. 

Utility companies and individ¬ 
ual property owners will also 
have to be briefed on improve¬ 
ments. “Everybody’s got to work 
together to make this happen,” 
Keyes said. 

Metz said one of the major 
goals is to change the view. 

‘There’s too much clutter now. 
When trying to unify an area, 


scale is a big thing. We need to 
strive to construct things at a 
more human scale, such as 
putting in more signs at eye level 
for drivers,” Metz said. 

Keyes said that with about 
132,000 cars each day driving by 
the 1-94 exit off Merriman Road, 
the look of the corridor is impor¬ 
tant to the image of Romulus. 

“I commit to you that the City 
of Romulus will work to clean up 
this corridor. But we need your 
help,” Keyes said. 

“We’re working to bring in a 
convention center. Studies have 
shown that this area can support 
a 350,000-square-foot center, 
according to the Detroit 
Convention & Visitors Bureau,” 
Keyes said. 

“You come in and out of this 
area every day. What would you 
like to see? What would you like 
to do?” Keyes asked business 
owners. 


The majority of the businesses 
along the corridor are hotels. 

“I think landscaping and side¬ 
walks would be a big improve¬ 
ment. It’s not pedestrian-friendly 
right now,” said Valerie Theisen, 
director of sales for Hilton Suites 
at 8600 Wickham Road off 
Merriman. 

Michael Curis of the Big Boy 
Restaurant on Merriman said he 
would like to see a walkway and 
additional lighting. “I think that 
would give it a more human ele¬ 
ment,” he said. 

Keyes would like to see the 
development of an association 
for the area 

“We have about 17 hotels in 
the area, and we need signs that 
are easy to understand and make 
Finding the hotels quickly,” he 
said. 

“We’re also trying to develop 
more restaurants in the area We 
have a huge number of people 


who eat elsewhere.” 

The intent of the project is to 
create more economic opportu¬ 
nities for the business owners in 
the area, Keyes said. 

“We don’t have guidelines for 
this corridor and we want some,” 
Keyes said. 

“This corridor is important to 
us. We want to be vigilant and try 
to do whatever we can to 
improve the area” 

Ali Dib from the Wayne 
County Department of Airports, 
told the audience, “The airport is 
involved in several projects that 
will complement this project” 
Metz said his firm and 
Romulus city planners would 
schedule another meeting with 
area business owners in the next 
30 to 45 days to present more 
detailed conceptual plans. 

Keyes added. “We would like 
some landscaping done before 
the snow flies next year.”

Ideal partners 

One of the offshoots from the City of Plymouth goal-setting session 
Monday night was the renewed interest of city leaders to enter into a 
partnership with the Plymouth-Canton Community Schools to trans¬ 
form Central Middle School into a community-wide recreational facil¬ 
ity. 

Although that is technically not what was said at the meeting, it’s 
what was infened, and it would be the end result of such a partner¬ 
ship to provide improvements to the school and environs. 

It’s not a new idea; it resurfaced during the recreation master plan 
process the City of Plymouth went through two years ago, and it had 
seeds that dated back even further 

This time, the proposal looks like it will advance beyond the rhetor¬ 
ical stage and into the planning stage: a subcommittee of city commis¬ 
sioners Dan Dwyer, Michele Potter and Phil Pursell and school board 
members Joanne Lamar, Carol Saunders and Tom Wysocki will soon 
start meeting to discuss it 

This is really a no-brainer for both sides. The school building is ide¬ 
ally situated for such a proposal, immediately adjacent to the 
Plymouth Cultural Center, which sits on district-owned land leased 
back to the city. The name of the school isn’t a coincidence, either. It’s 
centrally located in the Plymouth community. 

A partnership between the two entities could easily be expanded to 
include Plymouth Tbwnship and provide the recreational opportuni¬ 
ties that all residents would enjoy, and for which township leaders are 
sometimes reluctant to pay. 

As a role model, it could provide an excellent example of a way to 
meet the needs of residents while working with a shrinking budget 
City, township and school officials are all tightening their belts, and 
extra services like recreation tend to go before essential ones like 
police and fire. 

The marriage between the schools and the local governments is a 
natural one, as evidenced in Northville, where the parks and recre¬ 
ation department and the school district have partnered for first-class 
recreational space and senior services with reduced cost to both. 

The idea of partnering with the schools has always been met with 
enthusiasm, but it has so far lacked the extra push to get it off the 
drawing board. Hopefully, the recent installation of Jim Ryan as 
superintendent of schools will provide that push, and the subcommit¬ 
tee will embrace it 

Cooperation is crucial 

At a time when city leaders throughout the state are beginning 
their budget planning with a wary, concerned eye, officials in the city 
of Plymouth may provide an excellent role model for them to follow. 

Using catchy buzzwords like services-oriented budgeting and rais¬ 
ing questions about interdepartmental cooperation, the city adminis¬ 
tration and commission members sat down together to take a sobering 
look at proposed revenues and possible revenue shortfalls. 

It’s something that every city will have to look at when going 
through the budget process this year, because financial planners have 
forecasted an even more difficult budget year than the one govern¬ 
ments faced last year 

In Plymouth, commissioners talked about increased cooperation 
between departments and neighboring municipalities like the school 
district to help stretch each dollar even further 

Ironically, this should be the goal of our elected leaders - to provide 
the best possible services at the lowest possible cost to residents. An 
increased era of cooperation is most likely the only way city leaders 
will weather the difficult financial times that everyone says are quick¬ 
ly approaching.

It must be tough to try and put 
on an ice festival these days. 

The economy is in the toilet 
and corporations in the 
Plymouth area and beyond are 
looking at ways to cut expenses, 
rather than to give to events like 
the ice festival, which depends 
largely on corporate and other 
business donations. 

And there’s always the weath¬ 
er to deal with. Planning an out¬ 
door event in Michigan is always 
dicey. Plan that event in January 
and it’s even more unpre¬ 
dictable. We’ve had ice festivals 
in sub zero temperatures and ice 
festivals when the temperatures 
have been in the 50s. 

Lately the same type of thing 
has been heard from ice festival 
organizers: the budget is down 
because donations are down; 


costs are increasing and we’ll 
have to scale the festival back. 
Long-time Plymouth residents 
hear that, get nostalgic and 
remember a time when the ice 
festival was even bigger than it is 
today. 

Somehow, though, before the 
ice chips finally begin to fly away 
from the chainsaw blades and ice 
picks carve out etched render¬ 
ings from the previously symmet¬ 
rical ice blocks, they’ve managed 
to put together another top-notch 
festival. 

This year, there already is a lot 
going for the ice festival. The 
temperature looks like it’ll be 
about right; it won’t be too cold to 
make the sculptures brittle, too 
warm for them to keep their 
shape, and yet the air will be 
brisk enough to ensure a quick 


viewer rota- 
tion. 

It’s hard 
to put a handle on exactly what 
makes the festival so popular 
every year It might come down to 
something as simple as team¬ 
work: merchants, city officials 
and event organizers working 
together to make the festival the 
biggest and the best it can be. 
Some store owners may gripe at 
the cost of having an ice sculp¬ 
ture placed in front of their busi¬ 
ness, and in a perfect world, 
they’d all be free. Of course, in a 
perfect world, they wouldn’t get 
tipped over and broken, either. 
When it comes down to it, 
though, it’s simply a matter of 
more ice translating to a better 
festival.

Supremely Unacceptable Version 


The battle against the favorite 
American vehicles took a new 
twist last week and put metro 
Detroit in a tizzy. 

Arianna Huffington, a notable 
rich person with a word proces¬ 
sor, used the presence of the 
world press corps at the North 
American International Auto 
Show to declare that driving a 
Sport Utility Vehicle (SUV) sup¬ 
ports terrorists. The reaction in 
metro Detroit was exactly as 
expected.

For that reason, 
the news media chose to cover 
the breathless sensationalism of 
the claim instead of looking at 
the broader issues. 

For the past few years, many 
liberals, tree-huggers, and Yugo 
drivers have branded the 
Supremely Unacceptable 
Vehicle as a menace to polite 
society. They use too much gas, 
the ai'gument goes. Besides, they 
are too big and their owners sud¬

AN ORDINANCE ADOPTING THE MICHIGAN MOTOR VEHICLE CODE AS 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF INKSTER, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN, 
TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGULATION OF VEHICLES OPERATED UPON THE 
PUBLIC HIGHWAYS OF THE CITY OR ANY OTHER PLACE OPEN TO THE 
GENERAL PUBLIC OR GENERALLY ACCESSIBLE TO MOTOR VEHICLES; 
TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGULATION OF THE OPERATORS OF SUCH VEHI¬ 
CLES, TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGULATION AND USE OF SUCH HIGH¬ 
WAYS, STREETS AND PLACES WITHIN THE CITY; TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
ENFORCEMENT OF THIS ORDINANCE, TO PRESCRIBE PENALITIES AND 
SANCTIONS FOR VIOLATIONS OF TFHS ORDINANCE; AND TO REPEAL 
ALL OTHER ORDINANCES OR PARTY OF ORDINANCES, INCONSISTENT 
WITH THIS ORDINANCE. 

The CITY OF INKSTER ordains: 

Section 1. 

The Michigan Motor Vehicle Code. Public Act 300 of the Public Acts of 1949, as 
amended is hereby adopted by reference. 

Section 2. 

References in the Motor Vehicle Code to local unit of government shall mean the 
City of Inkster. References to the Motor Vehicle Code to local authorities shall mean 
the City Council of the City of Inkster. 

Section 3. 

Any provision in this Ordinance which describes any act or omission as constituting 
a civil infraction as defined in the Motor Vehicle Code, shall be processed as a civil 
infraction. Any person found to have committed a civil infraction may be ordered to 
pay a civil fine and costs in accordance with the provisions and terms of the Motor 
Vehicle Code. 

Section 4. 

Any person who shall violate any of the provisions of this Ordinance which describes 
any act or omission as constituting a misdemeanor as defined in the Motor Vehicle 
Code, shall be processed as a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $500.00 and the costs of prosecution, or by 
imprisonment for not more than 93 days, or both such fine and imprisonment. 
Section 5. 

In the event that the Motor Vehicle Code shall provide a penalty or sentence for a 
violation thereof that exceeds the maximum allowable penalty or sentence that a city 
may impose, the penalty or sentence imposed for a violation shall not thereby be 
invalid or void, but said penalty or sentence shall only be enforceable up to the maxi¬ 
mum penalty or sentence a city is allowed to impose by law. 

Section 6 - Savings 

All proceedings pending and all rights and liabilities existing and acquired or 
incurred at the time this Ordinance takes effect are saved and may be consummated 
according to the law in force when they are commenced. 

Section 7 - Balance 

The balance of said Ordinance shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 8 - Validity 

Should any section, clause or paragraph of this Ordinance be declared by a court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid, the same will not affect the validity of the 
Ordinance as a whole or part thereof other than the part declared to be invalid. 

Section 9 - Conflicts 

All ordinances in conflict with the provisions of this Ordinance are, to the extent of 
such conflict, hereby repealed. 

Section 10 - Effective Date 

The City Clerk shall publish this Ordinance in the manner required by law and the 
fact that a complete copy of the Michigan Motor Vehicle Code is available in the 
Office of the City Clerk for inspection at all reasonable times. This Ordinance shall 
take effect immediately upon adoption and publication as required by law.
